EXAMPLE  OK  COOPERATION 


We,  the  undersigned  nearby  churches  of  the 
Lincoln  County  Baptist  Association,  realizing  the 
seed  and  importance  of  having  our  pastor  live 
among  us,  hereby  agree  to  co-operate  In  calling 
and  sustaining  the  same  pastor  as  follows: 

Article  1.  There  shall  be  a  general  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  composed  of  three  members  from 
each  one  fourth  time  church,  and  six  members 
from  each  one  half  time  church,  elected  by  and 
subject  to  their  respective  oburcheg. 

Article  .  This  committee  shall  be  authorized 
to  consider  and  select  a  suitable  and  convenletly 
located  pastor's  home,  recommend  its  erection, 
purchase  or  rental  and  to  act  us  trustees  of  said 
property 

Article  3.  This  committee  shall  be  further 
authorized  to  ask  help  of  the  State  Board  and 
with  its  co-operation  determine  the  necessary 
salary  to  be  raised  and  to  apportion  It  among  the 
churches  according  to  preaching  required  respec¬ 
tively.  -* 

Article  4.  That  It  Is  further  agreed  that  this 
committee  shall  confer  with  and  recommend  for 
Indefinite  call,  a  suitable  and  available  pastor. 
A  majority- of  all  voting  In  all  churches  shall  elect. 
In  case  of  a  failure  to  elect  the  committee  shall 
select  and  recommend  other  pastors  uMII  an 
election  is  made.  The  tight  of  nomination  shall 
lie  vested  solely  In  the  General  Committee. 

Article  5.  This  agreements  shall  be  presented 
to  each  church  Interested:  If  approved  a  copy 
spread  on  its  minutes,  this  copy  signed  as  below, 
and  retained  by  the  General  Committee,  and  to 
remain  in  force  end  binding  for  a  period  of  live 
years  ftom  the  daie  0.  its  last  signature.

His  gospel  musAigi-s  were 
clear,  strong  and  intensely  spiritual!  *  With  a 
flaming  passion  for  the  salvation  df  Me  lost  he 
pressed  upon  his  hearers  God’s  love  (or  a  lost 
world  In  the  gift  of  His  only  begotten  jtbu  on  the 
Cross  as  the  open  way,  and  the  only  yvarjfor  every 


a  new  suit,  you  wbuld  find  another  excuse. 

I  have  heard  ak  many  excuses  as  plausible  as 
yours.  Certain  non-attendants,  who  live  In  the 
Frail  District,  said  the  churoh  was  too  far  away. 
We  engaged  p  conveyance  to  bring  them  to  a  series 
of  meetings,  but  tpey  failed  to  come.  A  church 
was  later  organized,  quite  near  their  homes;  they 
would  neither  attdnd  or  transfer  their  member¬ 
ships.  and  now  they  are  using  your  excuse  for 
non-attendance. 

Rain  is  an  excise  for  some,  yet  on  other  days 
under  similar  conditions,  they  are  seen  going  to 
work  or  place  of  business.  Some  say  It  Is  too 
cold  or  too  hot  In  |  the  church,  yet  they  will  not 
start  a  subscripting  to  make  the  building  comfort¬ 
able  In  all  seasons.  Some  say  they  worked  all 
the  week,  and  wer<j  tired;  some  that  they  worked 
late  Saturday  nightl  and  slept  late,  therefore  could 
not  come.  Last  Simday  a  young  man,  a  member 
of  t..c  Bible  class.  !  told  me  that  he  had  worked 
from  3:00  P.  M.  Saturday  until  3:00  A.  M.  Sun¬ 
day,  but  he  was  Ini  his  class. 

Some  say:  “Slept  too  late,"  "Did  not  feel  like 
It,"  Spent  the  day  with  relatives,”  Had  com¬ 
pany,”  Went  motoring,"  “Had  to  read  the  morn¬ 
ing  mall,”  "Had  to  go  to  the  store  of  office  for  an 
hour,"  Had  to  go  s^c  a  horse,",  Had  to  cook  din¬ 
ner,"  "My  new  hajt  or  dress  had  not  arrived;" 
and  they  sn.v  It  In  the  manner  as  did  the  young 
man  who  hud  married  him  a  wife,  "therefore  1 
could  not  come!". 

One  member  wjill  work  e  lgbt  or  ten  hours 
each  day  In  the  Week,  while  there  Is  Illness 
In  the  home,  but  ho  will  make  that  an  excuse  for 
{not  spending  two  or  three  hours  In  worship  on 
I  Sunday.  A  womnp  said  she  had  been  treated 
unkindly  by  another  member,  and  she  would  not 
worship  in  the  sauio  church.  A  young  man  said 
the  girls  In  the  choir  had  laughed  at  him.  One  poor 
soul  says  she  Is  tujo  feeble,  but  can  spend  most 
any  day  fishing. 

A  man  being  invited  to  a  night  service  dur¬ 
ing  the  week  said  his  teeth  had  been  extracted 
that  day,  and  he  [was  afraid  attending  Church 
would  cause  contraction  of  cold  In  his  Jaw,  yet

believing  repentant  soul;  and  according  jto  Divine 
promise  and  faithful  preaching  was  hOSured  and 
blessed.  The  multitudes  camejand  kdtjt  coming, 
even  filling  up  the  hearts  of  th|e  people;  at  large. 


Even  Jews  and  Romanists  came  and  went  away 
to  come  bark  with  others,  to  hear  tnesUtges  they 
hud  amt  heard  In  their  own  assemblies.  Such 
('bristly  preaching  will  always  commaml  a  hear¬ 
ing;  and  such  a  preacher  will  siirely  male  a  large 
place  for  his  field  of  service;  as  Bostnjk  has  al¬ 
ready  done  in  Memphis.  Bellevue  Is  j  happy  in 
having  this  gifted  man  of  God  tjo  lead  Mem. 

Among  immediately  visible  results  there  were 
between  76  and  100  to  confess  ^he  Lord  Jesus  as 
their  personal  Savior,  und  scores  qf  delinquent 
members  awakened  and  reenllsted;  lie  Bible 
School  attendance  and  Interest  greatly  Increased 
und  stimulated,  and  the  spiritual  life  jin  many 
neighbor  rhuches  quickened  ami  led  tdj la  higher 
development.

Recently  a  candidate  for  polltl  al  office 
made  an  address  at  the  auditorium,  I  saw  you 
there,  were  you  ashamed  of  your  personi  1  appear¬ 
ance?  I  suspect  that  If  you  were  presented  with

Once  npon  a  tlnle.  In  a  ten  days  service,  three 
dally  prayer  meeetlogs  were  organized,  one  each 
for  the  young  men,  young  women,  and  elder 
women.  Later,  noting  that  a  member  of  the  ma¬ 
ture  age  and  Ills  cjhildren  had  ceased  attending 
Sunday  School  and  serlvceg,  1  called  to  ascertain 
the  reasons  and  fouiid  that  offense  had  been  given, 
In  the  fact  that  an  {old  man’s  prayer-meeting  had 
hot  been  organized,  j 

The  following  excuses  are  used  but  some 
members  do  not  mention  them  because  they  are 
ashamed  to  do  so.  They  simply  Justify  them¬ 
selves.  No  duties  are  given  them  in  the  Sunday 
School  or  B.  Y.  Pi  U.  work,  though  they  may 
be  wholly  unfit  for  efficient  service,  or  have  prov¬ 
ed  by  past  record  ofj  being  less  faithful  than  those 
less  efficient;  whllq  others  fall  because  they  are 
requested  to  lead  a  Service,  or  In  prayer,  or  serve 
in  the  choir.  Soma  will  not  attend  because  they 
are  not  most  cordilally  greeted  by  other  mem¬ 
bers.  or  by  the  paster,  as  though  special  attention 
should  be  given  them,  Instead  of  taking  their 
position,  and  cordtally  greeting  others  present 

With  some,  all  the  fault  is  at  the  door  of  the 
pastor.  A  member  Was  at  service  without  a  con¬ 
tribution;  the  pastor  prayed  for  blessings  upon 
the  “gifts  and  th|>  givers,”  and  this  sensitive 
soul  was  not  mentioned  In  the  prayer.  Another 
says  the  pastor  tapes  about  him  In  the  pulpit 
because  he  mention^  the  sins  be  commits,  or  the 
duties  he  omits.  Others  think  he  preaeehs  too 
much  about  works  and  not  enought  about  grace, 
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No  enterprise  In  the  world  has  accomplished  a* 
much  good  as  the  Christian  colleges  have  with 
their  limited  physical  resources.  What  they  have 
done  Is  out  of  proportion  to  the  small  emans 
which  they  have  had  at  their  command.  But 
they  have  possessed  a  wealth  of  spirit  and 
those  who  have  fostered  and  cared  tor  them  have 
done  so  under  the  urge  of  the  religious  motive  and 
a  noble  sense  of  sacrifice  with  the  result  that  they 
have  been  mighty  Instruments  lm  discovering  and 
training  Christian  leadership.  Still  after  saying 
ti  ls  and  making  the  largest  possible  estimate  of 
what  they  have  done,  the  fact  remains  that  they 
have  beer  greatly  handicapped  for  lack  of  material 
support.  Much  more  might  have  been  done  If 
they  had  been  properly  equipped  add  endowed. 

Let  It  be  remembered  that  more  than  half  of 
the  studenta  In  higher  Institutions  are  In  denom 
I  national  schools  Yet  the  expense  of  operating 
state  and  municipal  colleges'll  vastly  greater  than 
that  of  Christian  colleges.  The  public  treasuries 
pay  one  hundred  and  fifty  million  dollars  annually 
for  maintaining  the  one  hundred  ansi  fifty  public 
colleges,  universities  and  normal  schools.  The 
churches;  on  the  other  hand,  maintain  five  hun¬ 
dred  and  fourteen  colleges  and  universities,  (20 
academies  and  200  theological  schools  for  $26,- 
000.000.00  In  a  representative  state  university 
there  are  5,716  students,  and  the  income  of  this 
Institution  le  $3,076,400,  In  fifty  representatlvo 
denominational  colleges  there  are  13,357  student!, 
yet  the  combined  Income  totals  only  $2,027,814. 
These  figures  show  very  strikingly  thb  necessity  of 
larger  endowments  and  support  for  the  denomina¬ 
tional  schools

There  are  sevtral  different  words  Used  in 
the  New  Testament  which  are  translated  Into 
Knglish  by  the  word  fools  or  foolish.  But  mors 
Important  than  tie  different  words  Is  the  dif¬ 
ference  In  spirit  at  d  purpose  in  which  the  words 
nre  used.  Jesus  forbade  the  word  to  j>e  used 
in  anger  as  indicating  bitterness  and  hatred  and 
so  incipient  murdi  r  In  the  heart.  But  he  him¬ 
self  used  the  word  In  reproof  and  to  awaken 
men  out  of  torpor,  mental  or  spiritual  Inactivity. 
The  rebuke  is  Inteided  jo  provoke  men  to  think 
and  so  to  believe  It  iii  like  shaking  a  person 
who  Is  asleep  to  reuse  him  as  we  speak  to  him. 
In  this  sense  a  foolish  person  Is  one  who  Is  not 
using  his  mind  and  who  is  therefore  temporarily 
and  guiltily  acting  las  it  he  had  no  mind,  as  if  be 
were  a  fool. 

YVe  are  responsible  far  the  use  of  our  minds 
and  for  the  norm  tl  working  and  right  use  of 
our  minds.  This  1 1  true  particularly  In  matters 
that  are  of  great  Importance.  The  more  Impor¬ 
tant  the  matter,  Gib  greater  is  the  folly  and  sin 
If  we  tall  to  give  earnest  and  inteelligent  atten¬ 
tion  to  It.  It  Is  a  matter  beyond  dispute,  and 
a  matter  of  the  greatest  significance  that  men 
are  accustomed  to  let  their  thinking  be  done  by 
others  while  their  own  minds  lie  Idle  and  com¬ 
atose.  This  Is  bad  enough  In  any  sphere  but  it 
is  worse  in  matte’s  religious  and  inexcusable. 
There  are  subjecti  that  lie  beyond  ot)r  mental 
range  In  other  spheres,  about  which  We  can  af¬ 
ford  to  let  others  do  the  thinking  and  we  accept 
the  results  of  their  thinking.  But  In  religion 
this  is  both  inexcu  lable  and  harmful. 

Religion  is  not  >nly  a  matter  ot  universal 
Interest,  about  wh  ch  we  should  be  glad  to  be 
taught  by  others.  But  (t  is  a  matter  of  univer¬ 
sal  and  personal  experience  in  which  we  must 
do  our  own  thinking  and  deciding.  Knowledge

From  this  it  will  be  seen  thiit  w< 
nlng  the  fight  until  this  year  as  the  numbor  ot 
cases  were  decreasing,  at  least  until  May.  1920. 
But  in  January  1921  there  was  an  Imjrease  over 
the  previous  year.  This  Increase  became  more 
marked  and  rapid  througout  the  past  six  months 
until  in  June  It  reached  a  total  of  2, *39.  wnich 
Is  more  than  double  the  number  of  cases  report¬ 
ed  in  the  same  month  of  last  year  apt!  much  the 
largest  ever  reported. 

The  reasons  for  this  are  not  bard  (to  find  as 
the  causes  of  pellagra  are  well  known  and  its 
cure  now  practically  certain  wh«W  taken  in 
time  and  properly  treated.  It  Is  noit  Contagious, 
but  caused  from  Improper  dieting^  pr  lack  of 
proper  diet.  The  Increase  this  year  is  largely 
among  the  negroes  and  is  conspicuous  in  the  del¬ 
ta  country.  The  reason  for  Its  Increase  Is  attrib¬ 
uted  to  the  fact  that  many  negroes  [and  some 
white  people  do  not  get  the  kind  of  food  they  need 
This  may  be  due  to  Ignorance  of  what  kind  of 
food  is  necessary  to  maintain  the  body  In  a 
healthy  condtion:  or  It  may  be  due  tb  a  prefer¬ 
ence  for  tbe  foods  that  do  not  give  the  proper 
nourishment;  or  It  may  be  due  to  thje  inability 
to  secure  or  provide  wholesome  food.  [Physicians 
say  that  milk  and  eggs  and  fresh  vegetables  pre¬ 
vent  pellegra  If  they  are  used  In  proper  quantity. 
These  are  the  things  that  are  lacking  among 
negroes  In  the  Delta. 

This  has  been  a  hard  year  flnanjcMlly  and 
many  people  have  not  been  provided  With  proper 
food.  There  Is  no  use  poopoolng  Mr.  Warding' s 
statement  about  semi-famine  conditions  and  ex¬ 
pressing  alarm  at  tbe  spread  of  disease.  It  does 
not  answer  his  statement  for  report*  to  come 
form  many  places  that  it  Is  not  true  with  them. 
There  are  places  where  It  Is  true.  There  are  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  voluntarily  limited  their  grocery 
bills  and  suffered  the  consequences.  Thsrs  are 
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HOW  great  conflict 

Paul  says  In  his  letter  to  the  Colosslans,  'For 
1  would  have  you  know  bow  great  a  conflict 
tor  how  greatly  I  strive)  for  you."  It  is  prob¬ 
able  that  tbe  average  reader  does  not  associate 
[this  language  with  prayer  Or  interpret  It  as  ln- 
jriicatlng  Paul's  supplication  to  God  for  these 
people.  All  of  which  goes  to  show  how  Tar  we 
hare  gotten  away  from  the  apostolic  conception 
Of  prayer  and  Its  value  and  necessity  In  the  pre¬ 
servation  and  spread  of  the  Christian  life.  We 
*re  more  willing  somehow  to  read  books  on 
prayer,  and  spend  more  time  at  It,  than  we  are 
to  pray.  We  seem  more  ready  to  preach  on  It 
than  we  are  to  actually  pray.  God  said  'My 
house  shall  be  called  a  house  of  prayer".  But 
more  time  Is  spent  even  in  God's  bouse  In  any 
Other  form  of  “religious  exercises"  than  m 
prayer.  Compare  the  length  ot  the  sermon  with 

Ibe  length  of  the  prayer.  Compare  the  number 
f  songs  with’  the  number  of  prayers.  Some 
people  would  be  horrified  at  the  suggestion 
that  we  pray  as  long  as  we  preach.  And  yet  In 
*11  probability  It  we  reversed  the  regular  length 
^f  these  two  parts  of  our  “worship,"  we  should 
$egln  to  see  houses  shake  with  the  presence  of 
^5od  and  people  tremble  at  his  word.  Who  Is 
willing  to  try  It. 

Paul's  prayers  form  a  very  interesting  sub¬ 
ject  of  a  volume  of  sermons  by  Alexander  Mac- 
laren.  But  much  the  larger  part  of  his  prayers 
tjrere  never  published.  True  he  expressed  In  hts 
tjplstles  his  longings  for  their  edification  in  the 
ljornt  of  prayer,  which  broke  out  sporadically  as 
lie  wrote.  But  these  only  betrayed  his  habit  of 
giind.  He  writes  and  tells  them  that  be  is  pray¬ 
ing  for  them,  that  it  Is  a  "great  conflict",  that 
lie  Is  wrestling  In  secret  even  for  those  who  have 
■jot  seen  his  face  In  the  flesh.  It  would  be  a 

tortlfylng  revelation  If  today  it  were  made 
town  how  little  time  the  average  Christian 
spends  on  his  knees  before  God.  The'  purpose 
ot  this  short  article  Is  to  call  men  and  women 
to  a  new  sense  of  the  value  of  prayer,  a  new

The  slowness  to  work  the  mind  Is  associated  in 
hit  rebuke  with  a  slowness  to  bellore  And  the 
two  are  close  together  In  spite  of  an  vlnlon  to 
the  contrary.

THE  IHHORTALITT  OF  HAN 

Dues  the  death  or  Jesus  Christ  turnlah  any 
proof  ol  man's  Immortality?  One  of  the  strange 
of  peculiar  characteristics  of  man's  min  is  that 
he  ran  bellere  Some  things  that  he  claims  to  be¬ 
lieve.  There  are  some  who  say  they  accept  the 
Bible  as  the  Ward  of_God  worthy  of  our  most  Im¬ 
plicit  confidence  and.  at  the  same  time,  refuse  to 
bellere  aonie  of  its  plainest  statements  or  reject 
some  of  the  inevitable  logical  sequen-ss  of  its 
statements.  In  addition  to  other  t  -*s  which 
some  of  our  wise  (?)  teachers  are  airing  before 
our  boys  and  girls,  there  are  some  who  say  Ahat 
the  Bible  does  ^ot  teach  the  Immortality  of  man. 
A  teachet  of  onb  of  the  Kentucky  High  school  In 
a  county  seal  town,  said  In  my  presence  that  he 
did  not  believe  In  t  he  Immortality  of  the  soul  and 
the  Bible  does  not  teach  It  and  the  Idea  could  not 
be  sustained  by  logic  or  the  Scriptures.  So  far 
as  this  writer  knows  he  is  still  teaching  In  Ken¬ 
tucky.  Much  of  the  Bible  is  meaningless  it  man 
Is  not  immortal.  The  death  of  Christ  is  without 
meaning  If  dealt  ends  with  the  man.  If  a  man  Is 
not  immortal.  Christ  was  simply  a  deluded  deceiv¬ 
ed  Impostor,  it  He  Is  what  He  claimed  to  be, 
then  His  death  logically  means  the  immortality 
of  man.  Christ!  Is  a  fact  In  the  history  of  the 
human  race  whose  life  and  works  are  welt  attested 
by  as  good  testimony  as  that  which  supports  the 
history  of:  any  other  chatacter  In  the  world's  his¬ 
tory.  That  He  lived  and  worked  the  works  of 
of  Him  who  sent  Him  Into  the  world  can  be  prov¬ 
ed  by  as  reliable  evidence  as  that  which  goes  to 
prove  the  exlstauce  of  any  other  man  of  the  past. 
There  has  never  jbeen  one  before  or  one  after  Him 
since  his  advent'  into  the  world  like  Him.  It  he 
was  deceived,  deluded  or  an  Impostor,  what  did 
He  accomplished  (by  his  life  of  self-denial  and  death 
He  refused  the  ^orld.s  emoluments  and  its  hon¬ 
ors.  If  a  man  la  not  Immortal  all  be  taught  and 
especially  His  depth  Is  an  empty  meaningless  bub¬ 
ble  which  contalts  nothing  but  hot  air  which  de¬ 
stroys  the  beautiful  hope  It  holds  out  to  man. 
He  talked  about  eternal  life,  everlasting  lire  and 
death.  Man  entertained  the  thought  that  before 
He  came  op  the  4>*ena  of  human  action,  the  grave 
was  not  the  end  jof  Him.  Whatever  position  one 
may  take  concerning  the  composite  constitution  of 
man,  he  cannot  deny  the  fact  that  some  of  the  ex¬ 
pressions  it  the  Bible  are  meaningless  unless  the 
Immortality  of  man  was  In  mind.  Take  Job,  17 ; 
15.  Matt.  l|f>:  38.  John  3 : :  16  and  many  others  of 
like  Ideas  Whatever  doubt  man  may  have  had 
before  the  death  of  Christ  or  however  little  he 
may  have  pelleve^l  in  such  a  doctrine,  the  death 
of  Christ  confirmed  man  in  the  belief  that  the 
grave  does  not  ei(d  all  with  us.  "Earth  to  earth 
and  dust  to  dust  was  not  spoken  of  the  soul.”  Man 
lost  his  peaceful  relations  with  his  Maker  and 
brought  the  displeasure  and  condemnation  of  Qod 
upon  himself.  If  (he  death  of  Christ  was  intended 
to  remove  (he  displeasure  and  condemnation  for 
this  life  only,  as  far  as  we  can  Bee  His  death  was 
a  failure,  for  we  are  still  the  heirs  to  all  the  dis¬ 
eases  to  which  man  has  been  subpect  since  the 
beginning  uitij  nnjw.  Nevertheless,  Christ  taught 
that  men  by  His  death  might  have  an  endless 
life  of  Joy  and  happiness  somewhere,  and  that  if 
he  does  not  avail  himself  of  this  life  through  Him.

Wild,  YOC  let  mo  In  the  Kecord  to  Mil  you  some 
things  |  have  learned  from  my  Bible.  I 
want  to  say  first,  that  1  began  to  read  It  when  I 
was  a  little  bit  more  than  live  years  old.  My 
father  or  mptaer  told  me  about  Noah  and  the 
flood  ope  morning  at  breakfast.  They  started  me 
to  school  very  young  and  I  learned  to  read  quite 
early,  ard.  ai  the  time  referred  to.  t  could  read 
books  of  largy  print  fairly  well.  We  had  a  large 
family  Bible  i  I  went  to  it  and  they  showed  me 
where  to  find  jw  hat  was  said  about  the  destruction 
of  the  world  Lind  about  the  preservation  of  Noah 
and  la  family.  1  became  Interested  in  the  story 
of  the  creation  and  read  with  much  interest,  of  a 
childish  him  ,  moat  of  the  historical  portions  of 
the  Bible,  before  1  was  ten  years  old. 

A  few  year's  afterwards  I  became  serious 
about  my  soul's  eternal  future.  I  read  the  New 
Testament  but  1  could  not  apply  it  to  my  condi¬ 
tion.  I  could  pee  no  way  of  life.  I  naturally  took 
the  road  whin  so  many  have  tralveled  to  no  good 
purpose.  Tha :  is  the  road  of  "do  better.”  In  my 
disappointment  and  distress  I  learned  that  except 
a  man  be  bom  again,  be  cannot  see  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God.  I  learned  It  from  my  Blbl  e.It  led 
me  to  surrend  r  my  soul  to  Him  who  Is  the  WAY 
THE  TRl’TH  5N1)  THE  LIFE  1  was  born  again. 
I  know  I  was  born  the  flrst  time,  because  I  am 
living.  1  know  I  was  born  again  because  I  am 
living  again.  I  have  learned  from  my  Bible  t  hat 
the  life  I  now  Ive  Is  In  the  flesh,  I  live  by  the  faith 
of  the  Son  of  t  od,  who  loved  ME  and  gave  hitnself 
for  ME.  Knowing  this  and  having  learned  It  from 
the  Bible,  (fori flesh  and  blood  never  revealed  It  to 
»nd  body).  I  jam  not  surplrsed  that  one  of  the 
world's  greatest  gospel  preachers  is  said  to  have 
preached  from1  the  text:  “ye  must  be  born  again, 
five  hundred  times."  When  asked  why  he  preached 
from  that  text  so  often,  his  reply  was,  "because 
ye  must  be  bon  again.” 

Again  I  ha  e  learned  from  my  Bible  that  God’s 
Word  says  nothing  about  a  plan  of  salvation. 
There  is  much  about  the  way  but  nothing  about 
the  plan.  The  jprophet  said  this  Is  the  way,  walk 
ye  In  it.  He  h^s  said  nothing  about  walking  in  a 
plan.  1  have  rdad  of  a  "straight  and  narrow"  way, 
nothing  about  A  straight  and  narrow  plan.  There 
Is  a  vast  difference  between  the  meaning  of  a  way 
and  a  plan.  I  ijitend  to  stick  to  the  way  that  leads 
to  life.  A  plan  c  oesn't  lead  anywhere. 

I  hare  als<  learned  from  my  Bible  that  the 
word  "doctrine'  Is  never  used  in  the  plural,  where 
It  has  a  reference  to  what  Ood  tearhas.  I  know 
there  are  doctrines  of  men  and  of  devils,  but  not 
doctrines  of  Jes  is.  of  the  Holy  Spirit  or  of  Ood  the 
Father.  They  lave  no  doctrines.  They  are  one 
and  so  la  their  teaching.

I  wonder  where  the  pub¬ 
lishers  or  autbo-s  got  the  Idea  God  has  no  doc¬ 
trines  He  ihas  doctrine  Every  principle  of  Di¬ 
vine  teaching  Is  a  part  of  the  whole,  and  It  takes 
It  all  'to  make  lone.  The  same  is  a  fact  about 
the  word.  Truth  Borne  people  will  tell  po  that 
it  is  no  use  to  stickle  about  such  lltte  matters. 
To  stickle  means  to  contend  for  a  trifle.  That  is 
something  not  wc  lb  contending  for.  I  have  learn¬ 


ed  from  my  Bible,  that  Noah  was  a  stickler  in  his 
day.  Abraham  was  a  stickler,  Isaiah.  Jeremiah 
and  every  one  of  the  Prophets  were  sticklers,  in 
ibe  estimation  of  those  who  trifled  With  God  and 
His  Word.  Jesus  was  the  greatest]  stickler  of 
t  lem  all.  With  Him  was  but  one  trqth,  one  w-ay 
to  life  and  but  one  life.  The  wise,  the  great  of 
ills  time,  put  Him  to  death  because  He  stickled 
fair  every  principle  of  God  s  eternal  Truth.  Paul 
stickled  for  the  doctrine  (not  doctrines)  once  for 
all  delivered  unto  the  s  alnts. 

People  of  other  denominations  tell  us.  in  ef- 
ect.  t  at  we  ought  not  to  stickle  about  the  doc¬ 
trine!  of  the  lord's  Supper  a>nd  of  baptism.  1 
hare  learned  by  reading  my  Bible  that  it  takes 
both  to  make  one.  He  was  delivered  for  our 
offence*  and  raised  again  for  our  Justification 
We  symbolize  His  death  with  the  Lord's  Supper, 
but  we  leave  Him  In  the  grave  If  we  don't  sym¬ 
bolize  His  ressurcetlon  by  baptism.  A  baptism 
that  buries  aid  raises.  In  the  use  of  both  as  they 
should  be  used  we  have  the  one  on*e  suffering 
and  now-  the  enthroned  Savour.

1  met  a  lady  member  of  the  church 
w  :*  impressed  me  as  having  a  very  deep  expert 
nice  In  Christian  life.  Her  earnestness  and  conse¬ 
cration  indicated  that  she  had  found  the  WAY. 
1  asked  her  to  tell  me  something  of  her  paat 
experience  She  said  (hat  she  was  a  member  of  a 
church  from  childhood  but  after  she  was  grown 
and  hud  married,  she  berime  convinced  that  she 
was  not  saved.  The  more  she  read  her  Bible 
and  thought  about  it,  the  greater  her  distress. 
She  went  to  the  Methodist  church,  heard  one  of 
their  l<est  preachers,  but  what  he  said  did  not  fit 
her  cage  she  went  to  the  Presbyterian  church 
and  heard  a  good  preacher  and  a  good  man,  but 
round  nothing  In  the  sermon  that  helped  her.  She 
went  to  a  Baptist  church  hoping  and  praying  that 
she  might  find  relief.
